JURY SELECTION TO BEGIN; 
ALLEGED TORTURE VICTIMS 
HOPE FOR VINDICATION

One of the city’s most 
persistent and troubling 
scandals reaches federal 
court Thursday when 
jury selection begins in 
the trial of Jon Burge, 
the former Chicago po- 
lice detective accused of 
overseeing the torture of 
suspects. 

For nearly two decades, Burge and his detec- 
tives allegedly sent dozens of men to prison on the 
basis of coerced confessions, deepening bitterness 
between police and minorities and helping inspire 
former Gov George Ryan to reject capital punish- 
ment and empty the state’s death row. 

But Burge, now 62, living on a police pension 
and reportedly in poor health, will not be tried for 
any act of torture. While federal prosecutors say 
they will prove that he and his detectives abused 
suspects, the statute of limitations expired long 
ago. Instead, Burge stands accused of perjury and 
obstruction of justice for allegedly lying in 2003 
when he denied under oath he knew of or partici- 
pated in abuse of suspects. 

The fact that Burge is facing any kind of criminal 
charge is seen by some as a long-overdue opportu- 
nity for vindication. 

“Jon Burge standing trial means a lot to the Af- 
rican-American community, and it means a lot to 
me, that finally some justice will come out of this 
ordeal of torture,” said Mark Clements, 45, an al- 
leged victim of Burge’s officers who was released 
from prison in August after 28 years behind bars. 

But Ronald Kitchen, 51, another alleged victim 
who was freed in July after 21 years in prison, isn’t 
satisfied. “Who wouldn’t want to see him put in the 
same cage he put us in?” Kitchen said. “But unless 
he gets up on the stand and admits what he did, 


there’s no justice in it for me.” 

Burge is expected to attend Thursday’s session in 
Judge Joan Lefkow’s courtroom, where potential ju- 
rors will be given a questionnaire. On May 24, they 
will return for the completion of jury selection. 

Burge’s attorney, Richard Beuke, declined to al- 
low his client to be interviewed by the Tribune but 
said the former detective will “vehemently deny all 
these allegations.” 

“He is looking forward to an opportunity to fi- 
nally face these people in court with a jury that will 
hopefully understand the law and the evidence and 
do their best to give him a fair trial in light of all the 
negative publicity that plaintiff’s lawyers and poli- 
ticians have feasted upon at his expense,” Beuke 
said. “We want to make sure that this trial is tried 
in the courtroom.” 

The allegations against Burge have been raised 


in many courtrooms already— in suspects’ criminal 
trials and in their later civil trials seeking compen- 
sation for alleged torture. The city has paid out 
millions in legal fees and settlements. 

Burge was arrested at his Florida home in Oc- 
tober 2008 on perjury and obstruction charges re- 
lated to a 2003 lawsuit by Madison Hobley Hobley 
was convicted of murder and sentenced to death 
for a 1987 arson that killed his wife, son and five 
other people. 

Amid allegations that officers under Burge’s 
command tortured Hobley, planted evidence 
and lied at his trial, Gov Ryan pardoned him and 
Hobley filed a federal lawsuit. Burge, in a written 
response to questions in the case, denied that he 
knew of or participated in any abuse or torture— 
statements that federal prosecutors say were lies 
and are the basis for the new charges.

Students protest budget cuts

About 700 students gathered in front 
of Chicago Public Schools headquarters 
Wednesday to protest drastic budget cuts 
they say they are already starting to feel.

The students, holding cameras and tak- 
ing pictures with their cell phones, marched 
to CPS headquarters, at 125 S. Clark St. 
They marched north to the Thompson 
Center to continue their protest. Police 


shut down several blocks on Clark Street 
for about two hours for the protest. 

Last month, students from five schools 
protested in a similar manner. After that 
protest, CPS spokeswoman Monique 
Bond said, “While we don’t condone stu- 
dents missing a single day of school, we do 
applaud their efforts in paying attention to 
the issues that impact their future.”

BP hopes box will 
corral oil in Gulf 


PORT FOURCHOUN, La. Efforts to contain the 
Gulf of Mexico oil spill centered Wednesday 
on a towering metal box the size of a small building 
that engineering teams hope will corral the crude that 
continues to spout from the seafloor. 

If the ambitious scheme works, it could capture 
much of the 200,000 gallons of oil spewing daily 
from a well blowout, and keep it from fattening the 
slick that threatens a coastline from Louisiana to 
Florida. The oil would be pumped nearly a mile up to 
a tanker ship. 

“We are all hoping this containment system will 
work,” said Coast Guard Rear Adm. Mary Landry 
But she and BP officials cautioned that the operation 
had never been tried at such depths. 

“What we’re undertaking is unprecedented,” BP 
Chief Operating Officer Doug Suttles said at a news 
conference. “We’re landing a very large, essentially 
metal building.” 

Resembling a squat rocket, the 4-story box with 
a peaked top was slowly carried by barge to the spill 
site, a 12-hour journey expected to end in the early 
hours of Thursday 

During the next two days, it will be lowered by 
cable and maneuvered by robotic submarines that 


will try to place it atop the end of a fallen pipe on the 
seafloor at some distance from the well head. 

Submarines managed to place a valve overnight 
Tuesday on one leak in the pipe, sealing it off but not 
stemming the overall flow of oil.

Is Calipari interested? 


Kentucky head coach has ties 
to Derrick Rose, LeBron James 

At the time, the April 22 scene appeared benign, two 
friends taking in a basketball game to witness other 
friends. 

When Kentucky coach John Calipari strolled down 
a United Center hallway with powerhouse agent Leon 
Rose following Game 3 of the Bulls- Cavaliers series, 
nobody paid much attention. 

Calipari and Leon Rose are friends. Calipari coached 
Derrick Rose, no relation to Leon, at Memphis. And 
the respected Leon Rose’s prize client on a large roster 
of NBA players is LeBron James. 

But with reports emerging that Calipari has interest 
in the Bulls’ job and James will be the most coveted free 
agent to hit the market July 1, the conspiracy theorists 
are having a field day And the Bulls’ coaching search is, 
officially just one day old.

Wimpy burgers? No way 


By the Great Burgerelli 

I admit a certain fondness for cartoon- 
ish characters, so this new Wicker Park 
burger spot named for Popeye’s sidekick 
J. Wellington Wimpy immediately 
caught my eye. The retiring Mr. Wimpy 
and I don’t have much in common, save 
for our shared beliefs that everyone 
looks good in blue and that a gentleman 
should always wear a proper hat when 
out on the town, but I’d like to think our 
mutual appreciation of a good burger 
would unite us. 

Fortunately I found no traces of 
J. Wellington Wimpy’s somewhat slip- 
shod ways inside the place. Rather, it was 
a tidy little room that felt like a comfort- 
able neighborhood bar, complete with 
TVs, high-top tables and late hours. And 
the burger options, listed on a board 
behind the counter, met my instant 
approval: three specialty burgers ($6.50- 
$6.75) and a build-your-own option titled 
the J. Wellington ($6.50) that knows few 
limits — one can pile on everything from 
cheese to bacon to fried pickle chips 
(those last two come with a $1 charge). 


BURGERELLI’S BREAKDOWN 

The burger: No one asked how I would 
like my burger cooked, and in certain 
situations, I would consider this a ser- 
vice flaw. But since J. Wellington’s is a 
counter-service operation, which leaves 
little time for chitchat, I opted to take it 
as a sign of confidence. As it turned out, 
the kitchen had every reason to be con- 
fident. They defaulted to medium, and 
the roundly pink, 7-ounce patty was sur- 
prisingly juicy-and quite well seasoned, 
I might add. 

The bun: Although J. Wellington’s of- 
fers both classic brioche and wheat 
buns, the Great Burgerelli has no time 
for whole grains-a buttery brioche 
suits me quite well, thank you. Mine 
was generously toasted so that it was 
crunchy around the edges. Admirably, it 
remained so even in the face of luscious 
burger juices and powerful sauces. 

The fixings: Here you have J. 
Wellington’s sweet spot. From more 
routine toppings such as sauteed mush- 
rooms to livelier additions such as fried 
onions, the fixings, without fail, make the

burger. And the sauces-oh, the sauces! 
There are five in all, each precisely suited 
to the task at hand. The chipotle chili 
pepper ketchup had a bit much forward 
spice when I sampled it on its own, but 
atop the Trippin Swede burger with 
mushrooms and swiss, it mellowed to an 
appealing slow burn. Likewise, the tangy, 
garlicky house sauce on the Wellington 
was too salty alone (owing, no doubt, to 
a super-charged combination of ingredi- 
ents including soy sauce, Worcestershire 
sauce and anchovies) but settled in 


perfectly with its companions, Cheddar, 
applewood-smoked bacon and fried 
onions. 

Everything else: Parmesan-dusted, 
crinkle-cut sweet potato fries ($1.50), 
alluringly crunchy in their crinkle crev- 
ices, are not to be missed. I can’t say the 
same of the milkshakes ($2.69), which I 
found rather thin and dull. 

Burgerelli’s bottom line: These are 
powerful burgers indeed.

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ROURKE GOES HEAVY METAL TO TEST IRON MANS METTLE

Mickey Rourke was jailed on a recent trip to 
Russia. 

That wouldn’t be news, except this time 
the hell-raising actor was doing research. His 
voluntary three-hour lockup in Moscow’s no- 
torious Butyrka Prison was part of his prepa- 
ration to play Ivan Vanko, an inventor-turned- 
convict- turned-bionic-bad-guy in “Iron Man 
2,” which opens Friday 

Rourke, who won a Best Actor Golden 
Globe with his comeback film, “The Wres- 
tler,” is making the most of his career resur- 
rection. Not unlike Iron Man himself, Robert 
Downey Jr., Rourke’s now working steadily 
and seriously on roles large and small after 
years of erratic behavior and unemployability 

None of his upcoming roles is as buzzed- 
about as Iron Man’s implacable Russian 
nemesis, a role Rourke helped create in col- 
laboration with director Jon Favreau and 
screenwriter Justin Theroux. 

“I wanted to redeem him as much as we 
possibly could without shaking up the Mar- 
vel people,” Rourke said in a phone interview 
“I didn’t want to do a one-dimensional bad 
guy like you’d see in a comic book. Get some 
schmuck to do that. Hollywood always does 
that, especially when it’s a Russian bad guy. 
I wanted to add layers to it, represent where 
he’s coming from and have a sense of humor.” 

That meant taking on a considerable amount 
of homework. Rourke insisted that the charac- 
ter needed to speak Russian, though he found 
that “very difficult for an English speaker.” It 
took two months of coaching to master the 
Russian dialogue and accent. He says his Rus- 
sian girlfriend, model Anastasia Makarenko, 
made fun of his accent early on. 

“I’ve met her parents, and I’m the only one 
that doesn’t understand what they’re talking 
about,” he said. 

His tour of the Moscow prison and his time 
inside provided insights into the difference 
between convict life there and in the U.S., he 
said. He also interviewed Russian prisoners. 

“I talked to one guy who just got out after 
13 years. There’s a whole subculture of what 
the tattoos represent over there,” Rourke 
said. “They’re secretive; different symbols 
mean different things. You might have a tat- 
too of a cat, eyeballs on a certain place on your 
body, Soviet Union tattoos intertwined with 
Russian organized-crime tattoos. It tells what 
prisons he’s been in, what time he’s done, his 
status inside the prison.” 

He incorporated his research into Vanko, 



Rourke’s next movie, the Tony Scott mob 
thriller “Potsdamer Platz,” opens with him in 
his grave, explaining in flashback how things 
spun out of control during a routine hit. The 
back-from-the-dead scenario has an eerie res- 
onance with the actor’s own career, he noted. 

“I was out of this business for about 14 years 
for a lot of crazy reasons,” he said. “I’m really 
enjoying it the second time around.”

aka Whiplash, who fights bare-chested, 
flaunting his extensive criminal past. Rourke 
created every aspect of the character’s look 
except the armor. 

All this work came only after Marvel Studios 
agreed to cast Rourke, and convincing studio 
heads wasn’t an easy task. Favreau says he and 
Downey Jr. worked hard to persuade them. 

“There was a lot of resistance to [Rourke],” 
Favreau said. “The studio was not inclined to 
hire him. It took a bit of a struggle and Rob- 
ert was very helpful in that. And Robert was 
the guy who there was resistance in hiring last 
time around.” 

Downey overcame his own troubled past, 
marred by drug addiction, to see his star-pow- 
er restored with his role as Tony Stark in the 
first “Iron Man” film, a huge hit that brought 
in $318 million domestically 

Rourke credits Downey and Favreau with 
getting him the role. 

“Pretty much when I got the part, I felt 
very obligated to do the best job I could, be- 


cause of the way those guys were campaigning 
for me,” he said. 

Besides cramming on the Russian, the 
53 -year-old actor endured a grueling gym regi- 
men to get almost as buff as he was in “The 
Wrestler.” It took all his strength and stamina 
to carry around the villain’s 42-pound metal 
exoskeleton and flail his electrified bullwhips. 

“It was very cumbersome,” he said. “I 
walked 10 feet and tried to do the bullwhips, 
and it was exhausting.” 

Rourke might consider the workouts easier 
than promoting the film, a task he doesn’t 
necessarily enjoy because he doesn’t like talk- 
ing about his work. But, he said, “I understand 
now that it’s part of the job.” 

With Rourke’s bad-boy reputation from 
the past, some fans felt they were seeing the 
real Mickey in “The Wrestler,” in which he 
gives a sympathetic performance as a pro 
wrestling star whose glory is faded. 

“It wasn’t the most fun movie to do,” 
Rourke said. “It’s also a movie that I don’t 
particularly care for watching. Some of it 
is too close to the bone.”

That’s fine as long as the 
sequel matches the original’s en- 
tertainment value without becoming as 
cluttered as "Spider-Man 3.” 

The verdict: Clank. The original’s 
wit and energy shrivel into countless 
subplots and so little excitement that 
the sequel barely qualifies as an action 
movie. The plodding film delivers too 
many people who aren’t doing anything 
cool. Part 1 thrived on Downey Jr.’s bad- 
boy attitude; the sequel has little to offer 
besides that. It never takes off. 
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If there’s anything that devout 
comic-book readers pride them- 
selves on, it’s their near-encyclo- 
pedic knowledge of superhe- 
roes. Before Robert Downey 
Jr. made everyone fans of Iron 
Man, only the nerdiest comic 
fans knew his origins. With “Iron 
Man 2” opening Friday, it’s time 
for the Iron Trivia Challenge.

In the past year, Chicago native Danny Pudi has gone 
from “the butt-dialer” to everyone’s favorite college 
student. 

Pudi, who grew up in Brighton Park and Jefferson 
Park and studied at Second City, plays Greendale 
Community College student Abed Nadir on NBC’s 
much praised sitcom “Community” 

Thanks to Pudi’s hilarious-but-sincere portrayal 
of the pop culture savant who may or may not have 
Asperger’s syndrome, Abed has become much more 
than a sidekick character. He’s a fan favorite, and 
Pudi’s a popular actor who holds his own against co- 
stars Joel McHale and Chevy Chase, among others. 

“I don’t really know what’s happened this year,” he 
told me during a call last week. “It’s been so bizarre. 
You know the last eight to nine months of my life 
have been really kind of an incredible time.” 

And he’s getting recognized for more than just his 
oldT-Mobile commercial, in which he played a man 
who kept his cell phone in his back pocket and inad- 
vertently called his wife by sitting down on it (hence 


“the butt-dialer”). 

He told me about an inci- 
dent on a recent airplane trip. 

“The flight attendant 
came up to me and grabbed 
both of my shoulders and 
looked me in the eyes, got 
really close to me and said, 

Asperger’s!’ ” he said. “She 
yelled it in my face and that’s 
all she said. And then she proceeded to bring me two 
drinks that were pretty much pure vodka. 

‘After that she sprayed some Binaca [breath spray] 
in her mouth, kissed me on the lips and said, ‘That 
was for Joel McHale.’ So these are the scenarios that 
happen now that like eight months ago, that wouldn’t 
have happened. Eight months [ago] I would probably 
have been considered maybe a potentially dangerous 
person on a flight and now people come up to me and 
say nice things to me. It’s crazy”
